This is a third office action for serial number 09/989073, entitled Energy-Saving 
Housing, filed on November 21 , 2001 . 

Request for Continued Examination 

The request filed on 12/29/03 for a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 
under 37 CFR 1.1.114 is acceptable and a RCE has been established. An action on the 
RCE follows. 



Claims 1-6, 17-20 and 28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: within claim 
1, prior art does not disclose an energy-saving housing having a floor heating device 
comprising a filling layer, a first dampproofing sheet spread on the upper surface of the 
filler layer, a floor mold concrete layer on the first dampproofing sheet, a second 
damproofing sheet spread on an upper surface of the concrete layer, a plate-shaped 
foam heat insulator on the second dampproofing sheet, a reinforcing mesh on the heat 
insulator, a heat accumulating layer formed from mortar or concrete and provided with 
hot water pipes fixed on the reinforcing mesh.
